Ana He is the head of the body,the Church,who is the beginning 
the firstborn from the dead;that in all things he might have the 
preeminence. Colossians I; 18 

Such is the relation of Jesus to the Church. He is the head and 
the Church is His body;neither one is sufficient, unto salvation without 
the other. One member cannot say of the other I have no need of thee 
forcChrist is my Saviour since every member is dependent on the others 
as one member of the body on another.Again Christ alone is insufficient 
unto the salvation of the world for His work of atonment is to be 
consumated thru the Church. The Word of God gives no hope of salvation 
unot iicne ake willfully neglect the Church of Jesus Christ, but 
contrarywise presents the Church as the medium thru which His grace 
is offered. 

On the otherhand the Church can do nothing without its head 
Jesus Christ. A Church may ae to some social prominence and prestage 
by courting the favor of the world or by applying sound buisness 
principles in its manecment,but unless its head is Jesus Christ it 
must fail most ignominiously as a ship of salvation,and all who have 
trusted to her false ideals must perish when every man's work is tried 
as with fire and all that which does not arise from true faith in Jesus 
Christ shall be burned by the unquenciable fire of Divine judgement.

This is my first pastoral report and it is with genuine happiness 
that I am permitted to the Memorial Iutheran Church as in ny connection 
with the Congregation as student the work has grown dear to my heart. 
The work that has been done in the past by the members of the Consregra- 
tion and by the ministers of the Gospel has not been in vain and has 
not been left unblessed by the Lord. And if we find the blessing to be 
less than we expected let us not blame the Lord but attribute it to its 
richtfull cause,the lack of zeal on our part. 

The Sunday school is in a good condition end is an inspiration to 
all who are connected vith it. The enrollment is approximately I00 
scholZars and 9 teachers: end officers.

A class of II boys and girls 
are now receiving catechetical instruction.

It has been a 
material aid to the Church in a financial way as the treasurer's 
will show. The membership is about 30 nearly all being members of the 
Church. 

The ladies Aid as always has been active for the wellfare of the 


Church. Its membership is now 50,8 number of new names having been 


added to the roll during the summer and fall. The treasurer's report

In the seven months of my pastorate here I have officiated at 
four weddings and one funeral. I have baptized four children one of 
whieh is a member of this Congregation.

have fallen. We cannot close our eyes to the fact that considerably 
less than half of the Congreration may be found in the house ofvGod on

PASTORS REPORT 





Astoria Ore. Jan. 9 1918 


To the Sv. Luth. Memorial Congregation:- Peace and grace: 


In I Cor. 3, 6 Paul writes: I have planted, Apollos - 
watered; but God gave the increase. 

From which Paul draws the conclus‘on that neither is he that 
planteth nor he that watereth anything, but God who giveth the 
inerease. And we must infere that we are of our self unable to do 
anything toward ad ing to the Kingdom of God but must trust to 
God Himself to give all the increase. 

However, He dogs expect us to do the planting and the watering. — 
4nd while it is God alone who can bless our eforts with fruitful 
results the amount of this blessing will depend largely on the 
way the watering and planting are done. The result oes depend 
to a great extent upon our ability to plant wisely and to water 
judishously but it depends a creat deal more upon our faithfulness 
in making use of the opportunities and the abilities which God has 
given us. Paul's planting was blessed with a bountyful harvest 
because he was a faithful husbandman end never became weary 
with scatering the seeds of truth. 

If our labors fail to bring the results we vould like to 
see or any result at all, let us remember two things. First, to 
examine our own works to see if we have been as faithful in the 
service of our Master as he has a right to expect. It may be 
that the barenness of our efforts are due to the spirit of our 


service or the lack of faithfulmess. therefore, we have no right 


to blame God for the lack of results but ought rather to resolve 








to do our planting and watering so that God must give a bounty- 
full increase. 

Secondly, if we have labored to the best ov our ability 
and have done all that we know how to do and still find that 
there is a lack of results we must remember that God has 
promised that He will bless the labors of our hands and thas 
though we may not kmow how, when or where the increase will be

To the Ev. Iutheran Memorial Church:- Peace #nd grace! 

Tl Inhn I¥, 66-07 we reat ‘Ha thab-reapeth recéiveth “ages ,end 
gatereth fruit unto life eternal: that both he that soveth and he thet 
reapeth may rejoice together. And herein is that saying true,one ewe 
soweth,and another reapeth. 


These words of the Lord were spoken to the Apostles as Jesus 
pointed out to them the rich harvest of souls that awaited the reapers, 
to be gathered in to therarners of eternal life. The Apostles were perri t- 
ted to enter into the fields already white unto the harvest and gather in 
the fruit which was the saved souls that had fed upon the words of the 
Prophets and the Holy men o* God who ?had sovm better than they had 
themselves reason to hope.

yénter hasinterfeved with the work of the congregation to some extent. 
It has probably been felt most in the work of the Sundy school, the 
attendance here has not been as good as it should have been and I 
think we are justified in layingt the blame largely on the epedimic. 
Otherwise,the school has been doing food work,one change that has 
proven successful is that of tsing the church instead of the basement 
for the general assembly of the school. 

The Ladies Aid has served the congregation with its usual con- 
sistency. Its receipts were somewhat curtailed by the conditions that 
made the resular Fall sale inadvisable,but the greater income at 
monthly meetings almost made up for that loss. The Luther League did 
yery well financially during the year and I think the monthly meetings 
have been equelly ell or better attended than any previous year. 
Durine a part of the year a delegation from the League with the pastor 
held monthly meetings at Ft. Stevens for the benefit of the soldiers, 

and sang hymns at the hospital for the sick. 

The Church Council and the Board of Trustees have cared for 
their regular business at the several meetings held by them during 
the year. They also had the church reshingled,a much needed repair, 
and about half the cost has been raised. Ve gratefully acknowledre 
the faithful service of Miss. Victoria Westersunid and Miss. Helene 
Westersund who have served es organists during the year. 

The attendance at church services continue irregular and entirely 
unsatisfactory for the work that we find before us. It is impossible , 
to build up the congregation untill a larger percentage of our 
membership lead the way to the regular church services. That does not 
mean that any one snould become discouraged but that those who are 
doing much must continue faithful,and those doing little must do more, 
énd those doing nothing must do a little snd thus the Kingdom will 
grow. 

Here are a few figures. A record of seven Sundays or two months 
show the following attendance, out of a membership of 62 resident 
members we have a total attendance at the 14 services of 164, this is 
less than one fifth of the possible 868.For the 14 services there 


were five who attended 11 or more times, Shree 6 to & times, five 5 : 
times, five 4 times, five three times, seven 2 times and 10 once, 
which leaves 21 or one third who were not present at any time during ae 


the two months. If this record was exceptional I would not mention it i 
very usual and therefore’ needs invroverent. “here are of course some j 
valid excuses which we will all allow, but valid excuses can not be the 
chief cause of our delinquency. The surest and easiest way to improve 
this record is for those who have attended less than half the services 
to reach that mark and then the 21 total delinquents can more easily 
be persuaded to come alons and take an interest in our work. 

During the year of 1918 I have baptized 14 children, a class of
